Diane Allan elected chairman

In her third year on the board, 
Selectman Diane Allan was voted 
chairman as the Wilmington Board 
of Selectmen ushered in a new era 
with a late night meeting Monday, 
Then they had some pizza 

The meeting, requested by Allan 
and voted by the board at the April 
18 gathering, was held at 10:00 to 
accommodate Selectman Michacl 
McCoy, whom Allan replaced as 
chairman after his one-year term 
expired at the close of Annual Town 
Meeting Saturday. McCoy had to 
work until close at his restaurant, 
Michael's Place, but, as promised, 
hand-delivered (with help from an 
employee) six large pies and a case 
of Pepsi, 

The one-topping mecting took a 
mere ten minutes. After McCoy 
opened the proceedings, Selectman 
Robert Cain, the only member to 
vote against the special meeting, 
moved to elect board newcomer 
Selectman Dan Wandell chairman 

Wandell declined. 

"I respectfully decline," Wandell 
promptly answered It's my 
second meeting. I don't think I'm 
ready to be chairman," 

Selectman Jim Rooney, elected 
two weeks ago with Wandell, then 
made a motion that Allan assume the 
chair, seconded by Wandell. 

Though the outcome was a 
foregone conclusion, McCoy 
opened the meeting for discussion, 
mostly to express support for Allan 
and more of the feel-good 
sentiments that have pervaded the 
board since the election. 

In doing so, McCoy referenced 
"the infamous Cain-McCoy 
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incident" of 1989, in which McCoy 
punched Cain several times in the 
face. A $25,000 settlement was 
later reached and, since McCoy's 
election back to the board in 1993, 
he and Cain have become staunch 
Political allies. 

“And I believe if me and Mr. Cain 
can work together, I believe this 
whole board can work together," 
McCoy stated. "I'd like to show 
some unity on this board." 

McCoy's words brought praise 
from Rooney, who told McCoy "It 
is a real pleasure to see you make a 
move in that direction.” 

The vote for Allan went 4-0, with 
Cain abstaining. 

McCoy and Allan then swapped 
chairs, pausing en passant to shake 
hands, 


In her first turn as chairman, 
Allan kept her words brief. 

"I'd like to thank everybody for 
their vote of confidence,” she said, 
and then thanked all those who 
attended town meeting, and 
especially members of the police 
and fire departments for their 
determined efforts to rescue a man 
who suffered a heart attack during 
those proceedings and later died. 

Allan then requested a motion to 
adjourn and it was pizza time. 

The menu? 

One pepperoni, a plain cheese, one 
with mushroom, onion and peppers, 
another with just mushroom, one 
with anchovies and a five-pound, 
everything-on-it Real McCoy, 
Every selectmen's meeting should 
end this way. 


Tragedy at 
town meeting

In a frightening moment during 
Annual Town Meeting Saturday, a 
67 year old Wilmington man 
suffered a heart attack on the floor 
of the high school gymnasium, 

Warren Fitzgerald, of 
Cunningham Street, died later that 
day at Winchester Memorial 
Hospital Family Medical Center, in 
Wilmington. 

Town Manager Michael Caira and 
Town Moderator Jim Stewart, from 
the stage noticed Fitzgerald 
apparently having trouble 
breathing. State Rep. Jim Miceli, 
who was in the audience, had started 
walking toward Fitzgerald and 
Stewart called for emergency 
assistance. 

Fire Chief Dan Stewart, who was 
in the audience and Fire Lt. John 
Brown, stationed at the meeting in 
uniform, rushed over and helped 
the man to the floor, where he went 
into cardiac arrest. Stewart and 
Brown immediately began 
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administering CPR to the victim. 

Shortly thereafter, Wilmington 
Fire Department Ambulance 
personnel Gary Robichaud, Gary 
Donovan, Linda Giles and David 
Currier arrived on the scene with 
paramedics, 

The firefighters had been 
watching the meeting on television 
and were en route to the high school 
even before the call came in, at 
1:46, Chief Stewart said. 

Paramedics and Wilmington 
firefighters got Fitzgerald outside 
and into the ambulance, where an 
airway was established and a 
defibrillator was used. Chief 
Stewart said a pulse was established 
and Fitzgerald was taken to 
Winchester Hospital. 

Before reopening the meeting, 
Moderator Stewart announced 10 
the concerned audience, both 
present and watching on TV, that 
the victim had been revived. 

Fitzgerald died later at Winchester 
Hospital, however. 
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Town meeting denies zoning

The 1995 edition of Wilmington's 
Annual Town Mceting came and 
went Saturday in what persists as the 
purest form of democratic 
expression in American politics. 

Along the way, voters, gathered in 
the high school gymnasium, took 
care of yearly town business and 
approved a financial plan for the 
town, in the process firmly restating 
their desires from last year to retain 
a full-time recreation director and 
replace five police cruisers 

The townspeople also rallied to 
fend off a slew of business 
rezonings, particularly on Lowell 
Street, saw Alan Altman work his 
30th consecutive town meeting as 
town counsel, gave a shot in the arm 
to the “American Dream," and 
witnessed a bit of tragedy: a 
Cunningham Street man suffered a 
heart attack at his scat on the floor, 
and, despite the cfforts of 
Wilmington rescuc personnel, later 
died. 

Town Moderator James Stewart 
opened the meeting, scheduled to 
begin at 10:30 a.m., at 11:04, when 
the 150-person quorum was 
present 

After zipping through the first 
five articles and several line items 
of the fiscal year 1996 budget, 
"Salary Director" under the 
subheading "Recreation" and the 
heading "Human Services 
announced For the 
consecutive year, Recreation 
Director Ron Swasey's job was on 
the finance committee chopping 
block and for the second year in a 
row town meeting almost 
unanimously voted to reinstate the 
salary. 

The debate and vote could almost 
have been taken verbatim from last 


was 
second 


year's meeting, with the exception 
that Swasey did not speak on his 
own behalf this time. He didn't have 
to. 

Town Manager Michael Caira, 
who recommended Swasey's salary 
be maintained, offered the budget 
amendment that after a voice vote 
kept the town with a full-time 
recreation director 

FinCom members Dick Duggan 
and Ann Urich offered less than 
compelling arguments for what 
would amount to firing Swasey. 
Urich offered that "Our recreation 
department is moving too far away 
from basic and charitable and is 
becoming too expensive." 

The main thrust of the FinCom's 
case was that the town manager's 
office could run the rec. dept, in 
lieu of a full-time director. Caira 
said no thanks and urged the voters 
to retain the director's position. 

Swasey also garnered support 
from the floor, including from 
Atlantic Avenue resident Richard 
Barry 

"I can't imagine this town without 
a recreation department,” Barry 
stated And if the finance 
committee thinks we can support 
and run the same quality programs 
that Mr. Swascy has offered this 
town for so many years, with 


volunteer services, I think they're 
wrong and mistaken," 

Swasey was voted back to his 
Position for a 24th year by a nearly 
clean vote, upset only by a few pips 
from the finance committee. 

The other FinCom rehash came in 
the attempt to limit the police 
department to two new cruisers, at 
$37,854, instead of the five, at 
$94,635, Caira recommended. One 
of those five is slated to replace 
Chief Bobby Stewart's four year old 


cruiser, 

In defense of the five cruisers, 
Stewart and DPW Superintendent 
Bob Palmer spoke of the need for 
safety 

But the truly compelling words 
came from Caira, who in reiterating 
some of Stewart's and Palmer's 
points of vehicle recycling, told 
town meeting of the long term 
savings involved in taking retired 
front line police cruisers and using 
them for everything from 
department head vehicles to the 
DARE cruiser - while at the same 
time having new cruisers patrolling 
the town. 

Another easy vote - five cruisers. 

Zoning got trickier. 

After Article 47 - which carried 
approval from the planning board 
and finance committee and would 
have rezoned from Residential 20 to 
Gencral Business two parcels on 
Lowell Street at the comer of West 
Sureet - was trounced (33-104, 
needing a two-thirds majority), 
those without board approval didn't 
even try it. 

Treasure Hill Road resident 
Michael McCoy, who had approval 
from both boards and support from 
two Lowell Street residents, went 
ahead with his Article 42 bid to 
rezone the land of his former 
residence on Lowell Strect to 
General Business in the hopes of 
opening “a small, upscale 
restaurant," 

But the sentiment of Lowell Street 
area residents was a resounding 
enough's enough, The addition of a 
Burger King restaurant, which 
some residents portrayed as at best

Bruce walked (or rather, drove) 
away with three designations, 
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including Best in Show of all

Bruce's DAREMobile also took 
Best Graphic - car, and Best Overall 
Theme, a category that included 
vans and trucks, also.

401(K) MONEY 

If your retirement plan allows it 
- and many do - you can borrow 
from your own 401 (k) account. 
The plus side is that you don't 
have to pay taxes on the loan and 
you don't pay a penalty. The down 
side is that you may have to repay 
the loan in full when you leave 
your job (except if you leave to 
retire) - or pay taxes and penalty. 

You can takea short term loan, 
up to five years, for any reason. A 
longer term loan is allowed only 
for the purchase of a primary 
home. Interest rates are relatively 
low, but you cannot deduct this 
interest secured by pre-tax 
deferrals, even for a home, Loans 
are usually limited to $50,000 or 
50 percent of your account 
balance, whichever is less, 
Certain hardship distributions 
are allowed, but they trigger both 
taxes on the money and a 10 
pea penalty if you're under 59 


Some proposed changes in IRA 
tules someday may permit penalty 
free, and possibly tax free 
withdrawals to pay for college, a 
first home or catastrophic medical 
bills - but not yet.

Train whistles at May 8 selectmen's meeting 


Dear Larz: 

First and most importantly’ we 
need to make a correction to the 
"Letters to the Editor” section of the 
Wilmington Advertiser of 
Thursday, April 20, 1995. The 
Committee to Stop the Train 
Whistles in Wilmington will be 
attending the selectmen's meeting of 
May 8, not May 18 as was printed. 
Please attend this meeting to show 
your continued active support for 
this issue. 

Next, at the urging of many 
residents and on behalf of the 
hundreds of others who have signed 
our petitions, we must respond to 
the letter from Mike Kelley which 
was printed in the same issue. We 
respectfully suggest that all public 
discussion and debate be kept at a 
civil and objective level. 
Name-calling and other subjective 
Suggestions are not at all 
constructive and they do not 
positively add to the discussion. 

We would also like to state how 
lucky you are Mr. Kelley to live 
next to the Lowell line far from any 
grade crossings where trains cross 
roads in this town. This being the 
case, you aren't subjected to trains 
blowing their horns on a regularly 
scheduled basis. In your letter you 
state "For years we put up with 
trains blasting their horns..."What 
are we talking about here, a half 
dozen times a month? I doubt it is 
anything near that figure, and yet 
you characterize it has having to 
“put up with" it. 

First of all, we are completely in 
favor of trains blasting their homs 
to warn law-breaking trespassers.of 
their approach - 50 times a day, 
morning, noon and night, if 
necessary. It is the responsibility of 
a civilized society to look out for the 
tights and safety of everyone, even 
those who choose to ignore its 
laws. The law which we are going’to 


have enacted will still support the 
blasting of train horns in case of 
emergency. Second, what we are 
legitimately taking action about, and 
currently"putting up with," is 21 
regularly scheduled passes of trains 
through our town times five 
crossings each pass every weckday 
on the Haverhill line alone - each 
crossing accompanied by an 
ear-splitting blast. This docs not 
include weekends, unscheduled 
passes, passes on the Wildcat line, 
and other freight cars. 

You compare our efforts to those 
of residents living near an airport. 
Acwually, in the case of Logan 
International Airport in Boston, 
hundreds of thousands of residents 
of Boston and virtually all 
surrounding communities continued 
to voice their concerns. The result 
of their legitimate actions was a 
reengineering of flight patterns in 
and out of the airport and the FAA 
set a maximum acceptable noise 
level of 65 decibels. Our goals are 
not nearly as ambitions as that. Also 


the train whistles are from 80 to 100 
decibels. We are simply taking the 
same action as the citizens of Acton, 
Andover, Gloucester, and 
Tewksbury. 

Please let us spare you the thought 
that your tax dollars are going to be 
spent on a study to determine if 
train whistles are loud. There is no 
basis in fact to that suggestion. No 
tax money is going to be spent on 
any such study. To date, all time and 
money expended on this effort has 
come directly from the pockets of 
the committee members ONLY! 

The title over your letter said "If 
you don't like train whistles,then 
move.! No thanks, we don't like the 
train whistles and we are going to 
puta stop to them. It's the American 
way!

compounding a severe traffic 
problem, seems to have been the last 
straw. 

Though McCoy's parcel sits on the 
opposite end of Lowell Street from 
Burger King and West Street and 
abuts General Industrial (Textron) 
and General Business (Yentile's 
Farm) parcels on two sides, voters 
wanted to suspend indefinitely any 
new rezonings to business on 
Lowell Street.

Lt. Coombs gave a photo to 
George when he went to war

“Timing is crucial," said Corydon 
Coombs, now retired, but timing, 
he believes, is what helped to bring 
him safely through the air war over 
Hitler's Europe. 

Coombs, of North Wilmington, 
was inducted and sworn into the 
U.S. Army in June of 1942, but did 
not attend flight school until Jan- 
uary of 1943, That delay may have 
made a difference. 

Lt. Coombs, or "Coombsie" as he 
is still known, was assigned to the 
8th Air Force in England, but in 
1942 the 8th was having a rough 
time over occupied Europe. 

‘The daylight precision bombing 
campaign started in 1942, and at 
first the bombers had difficulties. 
Fighter planes at the time did not 
have enough range to escort the 
B-17 bombers much past the coast 
of France, so the bombers had to 
continue on to their targets alone. 
And the losses were huge. 


Coombs, however, completed his 
flight training in December, 1943, 
and departed for England, by ship, 
in July, 1944, By then, there were 
longer-range P-38 Lightnings and 
P-51 Mustangs on escort duty, so 
the bombers had "little friends" all 
the way to the target and back. The 
Luftewaffe, also, was decimated by 
that time, but Coombs saw his share 
of enemy fighters, including the 
jet-powered Messerschmidt 262. 

Another stroke of luck came in 
England, when Coombs was picked 
as a replacement pilot by the 381st 
Bombardment Group, and not by 
the 100th Bomb Group. He served 
in the 533th Bombardment Squad- 
ron of the 381st Group. 

The 100th Bomb Group, he said, 
was singled out by the Germans for 
especially brutal treatment, 

On one mission, Coombs said, a 
B-17 from the 100th was damaged 
and separated from the rest of the 
group, and "bounced" by German 
fighters. The pilot of the B-17 
wagged his wings, and when the 
German fighters drew closer for a 
look, the pilot pointed at the ground 
to indicate that he wanted to land. 
With a German fighter on each 


wing he descended, even lowering 
his landing gear. But then the pilot 
ordered his gunners to open fire on 
the German planes, downing both, 
and the B-17 scooted for home. For 
violating the “white flag" rule of 
surrender, the Luftwaffe from that 
point on showed no mercy toward 
the aircraft from the 100th Bomb 
Group, Coombs said, as identified 
by their tail numbers. 

Coombs' first mission took place 
on August 3, 1944, over the rail- 
yards at Mulhouse, Germany. The 
bombers came over in a flight of 36 
planes, broken up into sub-groups 
of three aircraft each, and the flight 
went smoothly enough. But the next 
mission was not quite so easy. In 
fact, Coombs called it the worst of 
the 35 misssions he flew. 

His second mission was to bomb 
Peencmunde, where the Germans 


built and launched V-1 and V-2 
rockets at England. The bombers 
made their approach from over the 
ocean, then ran into the heaviest 
anti-aircraft fire that Lt, Coombs 
had ever seen, before or after. 

"It was so thick you could get out 
and walk on it," he said of the black 
puffs of smoke and shrapnel filling 
the sky. Coombs said he was never 
shot down or badly damaged, but 
he did bring his bomber home with 
engines out several times. 

After the liberation of Paris, the 
retuming B-17s were routed over 
the city, as a show of solidarity with 
the French. But the demonstration 
flights did not always go smoothly. 

On one such flight, Coombs said, 
his group ended up in heavy fog at 
35,000 feet. As they squinted to see 
through the pea soup, another B-17 
group of 36 planes appeared, dead 
ahead, and the planes of Coombs's 
group found themselves in a nasty 
traffic jam, in heavy fog, over the 
city of Paris. 

"It was a little nerve-wracking,” 
he now says with a chuckle, but at 
the time it wasn't very funny. The 
two groups of aircraft, 72 in all, 
barely avoided disaster. 

Another time, in August of 1944, 
Coombs’ bomber was assigned as a 
photo platform for photographers 
from the National Geographic. The 
photographers were taking photos 
of bombers in the 8th Air Force, 
and some of the photos, appear in 
the March, 1945, issue of National 
Geographic. The B-17 bomber in 


the foreground of the photograph 
on page 110, in fact, was flown by 
Coombs on later combat missions. 
One aspect of the photo mission still 
brings a chuckle, Coombs said. 

One of the bomber’s side doors, 
he said, was removed so the photo- 
graphers could set up a tripod for 
steadier photos. The photographers 
at one point asked Coombs to turn 
the plane, and when he banked the 
bomber to one side he nearly lost 
the tripod and the photographers 
out the side door.

"I can still hear them yelling in 
my headset,” he said, laughing. 

Bomber crews had a set number 
of missions to complete before they 
were allowed to go home, and 2nd 
Lt. Coombs completed his 35th and 
final mission on January 20, 1945, 
flying as a tail gunner. He returned 
home on Valentine's Day, just in 
time for the birth of his first child, 
Bonnie, on March 6, 1945. With 
the war behind him, Coombs took 
over the family business, Coombs 
Furniture, until his retirement 

Now 76 but still spry, Coombs 
has occasional reminders of his war 
years. The post office box for the 
Wilmington Rotary Club is number 
503, he said, the tail number of one 
of the B-17s-he flew in combat, and 
he remembers the plane fondly 

More recently, he noticed that his 
blood pressure medication is made 
in a town called Ludwigshaven, in 
Germany. 

"I used to bomb that place," he 
said, reminded of his four missions 
over Ludwigshaven,

Suggestions for Planting 


Position roses a good distance from other 
trees and shrubs in order to keep the roots of 
the various plants from battling for the 
nutrients and water in the soil. At least six 
hours of sunlight a day are needed by roses 
if they are to thrive. Therefore, it is best to 
choose a planting site with an easterly 
exposure. Also, a somewhat inclined site will 
help induce better water drainage. 


Generally, rose bushes can be purchased 
bare-root or in containers, Container roses 
will last a while in their containers and do not 
need to be planted right after being brought 
home, They also do not require a thorough 
soaking before being planted, although, if 
you won't be putting the plant into soil for 
several days, be sure to keep it well watered 
Roses that come bare-root should be planted 
‘as soon as possible and it is best to soak them 
so the roots do not dry up, which can kill 
the plant 


Now, it's time to put the plant in the 
ground. For container plants, if the roots are 
tightly encircling the root ball, loosen them 
or cut several slits into the root to encourage 
fresh growth. Lower the plant into a hole 
about three times wider than the spread of the 
plant's roots, fill the hole halfway with soil 
and water the entire plant, then add more soil 
and fertilizer to ensure lush growth 


When putting bare-root plants into the 
ground, use soil to form a firm mound at the 
hole’s bottom, then carefully drape the roots 
over the mound, making certain that enough 
stem will be above the ground once the hole 
is filled in. Again, backfill, securing the plant 
in place, then water and add fertilizer. Often, 
after planting, rose bushes experience 
transplant shock and lose moisture. Consider 
spraying an antitranspirant spray such as 
Cloud Cover to help plants retain moisture.

Winning streak comes to an end -

Softball team loses two in a row

The bombshell finally dropped. 

The 17-game winning streak that 
has carried over from last year to 
the first two games of this season 
finally game to an end last Thursday 
afternoon. And now, the WHS girls 
softball team is sporting a losing 
streak ... of two games. 

What has happened? Last season, 
the team lost two games during the 
entire season. One of those came 
against division one, five time 
champion Bishop Fenwick, in an 
extra inning affair. The other defeat 
came to Lowell, which was a 
blessing in disguise. Even though 
Lowell had not won a game in seven 
years prior to that win, Wilmington 
then went on their 17-game winning 
streak, including another stop at the 
champion station, 

What has happened? Could it be 
that for the two games the team lost 
this past week to Tewksbury and 
Haverhill, head coach Paul Lyman 
didn't wear his lucky pants? 

"Superstition has nothing to do 
with winning. We just are not 


playing the way we are capable of," 
Lyman said. 

Ironically, the past two years, in 
which Wilmington were state 
champions, they won by great 
pitching, superb defense, timely 
hitting and good all-around smart 
play. They also made sure they 
made their opposing teams make 
errors and mistakes. But now it 
seems all of that is firing right back 
at them, 

Said Lyman, "I thought we got 
great pitching from Catherine today 
{Monday's 7-2 loss against 
Haverhill]. She gave up some hits 
but they were scattered. And of the 
seven runs that were scored, only 
two were earned. A team can't win 
without defense and our defense let 
us down.” 

Of the three main courses to which 
a team needs to win, the first to be 
mentioned, hitting, has done a 
pretty good job thus far for the 
Cats. In fact, inthe first four 
games, seven players \are batting 


over .300, while the team is batting 
.357. Another portion to the meal is 
the defense, which has been very up 
and down thus far. Case in point: 
against Andover - five errors; 
versus Lowell - three errors; vers: 
Tewksbury - two errors and against 
Haverhill - four errors. And finally, 
the last part of the dinner, the 
pitching, has also been up and down 
in the first four games. 

In the 27 innings thus far, the four 
pitchers have combined to give up 
24 runs, with only half of them 
earned, They have given up 21 hits 
while walking 24 and striking out 
16. Besides the very high amount of 
unearned runs, the walk total must 
also go down if the team wishes to 
go back on a winning streak.

All is well until 
disaster inning

The disease may have carried 
over to this year. 

Last season, the Wilmington High 
School baseball team always 
seemed to be right in the thick of 
things until one inning becomes 
one complete disaster.

Scanlon continues to dance 
around with his three man rotation. 
He continues to see his players hit 
the disables list as yet another 
player, left fielder Phil Bates, hit 
the shelf for what is presummingly 
going to be the rest of the season. 
Bates broke both wrists playing 
basketball. He joins center fielder 
Eric McKenna who should be back 
in a week or so, pitchers Eric 
Froton and Jon Casey, who should 


also be back in a few weeks as well 
as sophomore designated hitter 
Matt Haskamp. 

Peters went the distance on the 
mound against Lawrence. He gave 
up six runs, with three of them 
earned. He also scattered six hits 
while striking out three. After 
beating Bedford, Peters started the 
second meeting against them when 
he suffered a 8-2 loss despite 
trailing 3-2 in the sixth.

Barefoot in the grass... ttikk! 


by Bill Conlon 
You may never walk barefoot in 
the grass after dark again, after you 
read this. 
‘All the fishing worms you'd ever 
need are right underfoot. Not the 
skinny, pink garden worms but the 
huge, fat nightcrawlers. 
; Right under your feet. 
Walk around your yard, and take 
a hard look at the dirt, Little round 
lumps of dirt piled around a hole in 
the ground is your clue. Look close 
and you'll probably see dozens of 
these "castings" made by ‘crawlers 
They're everywhere 
Nightcrawlers tunnel deep into 
the soil, below the freezing level, 
to avoid the chill of winter, then 
return to the surface in the spring. 
They re up now, doing what worms 
do best, which is eat dirt and make 
miore worms 
All earthworms make tunnels in 
the soil by eating dirt. They digest 
organic materials in the soil, then 
excrete what's left as castings on the 
surface. They aerate the soil in the 
‘ocess, which is why worms are 
riends to gardeners just as much as 
danglers 
Getting nightcrawlers out of the 
round and into coffee can is the 
ricky part, but there are ways 
First, water the lawn late in the 
ternoon. Some people suggest the 
se Of soapy water, but I'd rather 
Ot upset their chemistry like that 
\ simple watering is fine. Worms 
ill come out at night onto dry soil, 
but they seem to prefer dampness. 
Then, after it's dark, grab a good 
flashlight and a can, and head out 
shtcrawlers slither out of their 
after dark, searching for 


others of their kind. The worms are 
hermaphroditic, meaning they are 
both male and female at the same 
time, which makes finding a mate a 
rather easy proposition. Meeting up 
with another worm, the two over- 
lap their "heads" and mate. Which 
means that if you find one worm, 
you've probably found two. 

The worms sense both light and 
vibration in the ground, so tread 
lightly and go easy with the flash- 
light. Some people put a red filter 
over their flashlight, to keep from 
spooking the worms, but I've had 
good results with a plain light and a 
little extra caution. 

Once alarmed, the nightcrawlers 
zip back into their holes in a flash. 
They always leave their tails in the 
hole, while their heads go probing, 
just in case of emergency. Also, the 
tails have little bristles on them to 
give the worm some traction inside 
the hole. 

There is a trick to getting a night- 
crawler out of its hole, but it’s not 
difficult. Once you spot the dark 
brown head, look along the worm 
for the lighter colored tail, which 
ends inside the hole. The worm will 
want to go back inside the hole if it 
senses you, and you want to keep it 
from doing that. So, just pin the tail 
of the worm with one finger. Jab-a 
finger onto the tail, just outside the 
hole, and the worm can't escape. 

DO NOT yank the ‘crawler out of 
the ground or it may break, which 
is unpleasant all around. Instead, 
hold onto the worm and wait 

After a second or two, the worm 
will try to shove its tail farther into 
the hole for a better grip, but in 
doing so it loses its uraction for a

second or two. That's when you can 
pick the nightcrawler up, drop it in 
the can, and look for another one. 

There are electric worm-getters, 
but I'd rather catch them hand-to- 
hand. Worm-getters involve metal 
rods, which are stuck into the dirt, 
then the juice is turned on, forcing 
the worms out of the ground even 
in broad daylight. There was one 
worm-getter that was taken off the 
market a few years back, because it 
involve straight house current, 110 
volts, going into the damp soil right 
where you were standing. Not what 
you'd call a healthy idea. 

As a final suggestion, don't take 
all of the worms or you won't have 
any left. Leave a couple behind, so 
they can breed and make new little 
nightcrawlers. 

And once you've seen all the dark 
nightcrawlers slithering across the 
lawn, you might think twice about 
walking barefoot on the grass after 
dark. They're all over the place.

The Birchie project began in 
April 1993 when Knowlton intro- 
duced her fourth grade to the 
Paddle-to-the-Sea unit.

He carves an 
‘Indian’ - the book was pub- 
lished in 1941 - in a canoe and 
places it upon a snowbank, 
which will melt downhill “to the 
river, on down to the Great 
Lakes, down again and on at last 
to the sea,” freed by the Sun 
Spirit.

Berger Award for Excellence in 
Teaching, Knowlton usually goes 
with the flow but when she 
received that phone call from 
Michigan in August, “on the sec- 
ond day of school this year,” she 
almost keeled over. 

On October 29th, a 
VanLandschoot and Son's fishing 
boat released Paddle in Lake 
Superior. In November, journal- 
ist John Pepin told the tale in 
the “Marquette Mining 
Journal.” And shortly thereafter, 
Knowlton received the following 
note from a kindred spirit, obvi- 
ously on the same wavelength:

Dr. John A. Calabro of 
Malden Educational Planning 
and Services predicts that 
Malden’s grade six through 
eight enrollment will overtake 
the high school population by 
the year 2000 and will peak by 
2002 - with total school enroll- 
ment rising by 13 percent by 
2005 from 5,583 to 6,313 

Comes the question: what to 
do about Malden’s middle school 
population which is currently 
housed in nine schools. The 
city’s 771 seventh and eighth 
graders now occupy the Brunelli 
Building, Malden High's former 
“Building C.” The 446 sixth 
graders are distributed in the 
city’s eight elementary schools 

The enrollment pro 
according to the “Daily News 
Mercury,” is part of a larger 
study being performed by a 
Boston firm under contract by 
the city’s Middle hool 
Building Committee chaired by 
Malden Mayor Edwin C, Lucey. 

Middle school ‘building’ is, 
indeed, the topic. The committee 
is trying to decide on one new 
building for all students; two 
new buildings for east and west; 
or one new building in tue east 
and a rehabilitated Beebe 
Junior High in the west 

Although Lucey currently 
favors two schools, building two 
new ones at once would result in 
an enormous bonding project - 
even if the state reimburses con- 
struction costs at the current 
rate of 71 percent - because that 
money wouldn't be available 
immediately, Lucey is thinking, 
though, that the city might be 
able to build one school first and 
continue with the next when the 
money arrives.
